Yesterday afternoon at 3 o’d o ck , Rev. Sam. 
P. Jones, the Georgia Evangelist, opened his 
series of m eetings a t th e Arm ory Hal), w hich 
are to be continued at th a t place during the 
next three weeks. The building has been so ar­ 
ranged as to give a seating capacity of over 2,000 
persons, and at th e m eeting yesterday every 
seat w as occupied from th e beginning of the 
services. 
The m eeting w as opened by Kev. A. T. 
Needham , pastor of the Sixth-street .M. E. 
C hurch, in praye'r. The chcir, consisting of 
about sixty m em bers, assisted by an orchestra 
of six pieces, including an organ and piano, 
and led by Processor P. O. Exeell, w ho accom ­ 
panies Mr. Jones, then opened the song service 
w ith “ At the Cross,’’ w hich was rendered ei 
fectively; alto, “Savior Wash Me in T hy Blood." 
The singing is all irom “ T rium phant Songs,” 
a w ork largely composed by the leader, Pro­ 
fessor Excel], and for supplying w hich arrange­ 
m ents have been m ade at the hall for such as 
w ish to procure them . The leader next sang, 
in line voice and effect, as a solo, “ The Model 
C hurch," w hich is ou the Will C irleton order. 


ADDRESS OF SAM JONES. 
Mr. Jones then addressed the assem blage as 
f o l l o w s : 
“ This is the first service of a series of services 
w hich we propose to hold <u this city for som e­ 
tim e to come. 
Brother Exeell and m yself have 
been invited to your city by the pastors of yo. r 
churches. 
We are not here except by invita­ 
tion and w ith a p omisc of the hearty co-opera­ 
tion of th e pastors here. 
We are here iu the in ­ 
terest of right, of God and of hum anity. If I 
understand myself, if i know myself, th is book 
(the Bible) I hold In my hand is the guide of 
my life, and if this be the word oi God, this 
little bundle of paper outweighs this world and 
all ihe stars. 
Ii this book is true, you and I are 
here but for a few days longer. If this book is 
true th e best thing a m an can do is to do right, 
and the worst a m an can do is to do wrong. 
This book opposes but one thing In the universe, 
th at is sin and wrong-doing, 
th is book ad­ 
vocates but one thing in the universe, and that 
is right. If you w ill 


DECAPITATE EVERY PR EAC HER , 
If you w ill burn th is Bible to ashes and suy 
there is no God, no sin, no right and no wrong, 
I ask you w hat will become of Sacram ento? 
W liat are you going to say? 
"I don’t need any Bible nor preacher to teach 
m e th a t sin will ruin m en, fam ilies, com m uni­ 
ties and tr.c world. At my breakfast-table I can 
read the daily papers of this country, and thete

"W e are here in the interest of everv good wife, 
every virtuous daughter, every good citizen, and 
every principle o f right.

I shall 
advocate anything but right or denounce any­ 
thing but wrong. I know th a t w hatever will

We are not h ere 'o d ise ie s isms and 
dogmas, but to learn w hat is right and tlifcu do 
it.

cam e convicted of his sin through the portion 
of his text reading “ I have kept Ihe faith." am i 
announced his alliganee to God and the church 
he had for year? renounced. 
" I had rather be a dead lion than a thouss. i 
living dogs,” said Mr. Jones in adjuring his 
audience to be brave in tb eir work for God. 
" I f you don’t w ant to fight, just w alk around 
and say, ‘I can 't indorse Mr. Jones, some how or 
another.' 
YOU BLAB-MOUTHED FOOL, 
Who asked you to indorse me ? Many of you in 
the church 
never 
took a stand; you are 
not a pillar, p-i-l-i-a-r, you a r t just an old 
solt p-i-l-l-o-w, for some one to lay th eir head 
on. God give us brave m en and wom en to stand 
up in this fight.” 
He then told ol a h o n e he once owned that 
was afraid of “ buggars," sn d on asking the 
hostler's advice as to the trouble, he said : “ Mr. 
Jones, your horse’s eyes are defective, he thinks 
he secs ‘ bu /g ars,’ but they are all in his eve.” 
So he said, m any Christian people th in k they

He then told of an A m erican in Cuba, who was 
saved from m ilitary execution w ith a num ber 
of Cubans, bv the A m erican Consul w rapping 
the Am erican flag arouvd him and w arning the 
Cuban soldiers not to fire on the Am erican ting. 
So he advised C niistians to have God w rap the 
flag of the redeem ing power of th e Savior 
around them , to save th eir souls from eternal 
death. 
“ Before we leave this afternoon,” said the 
speaker, in conclusion, “ 1 w ish'ail of you who 
are w illing to say. • Mr. Jones, we w ant to live a 
right life in Ihe m itire’ (I don't care w hether 
you are church m em bers or not);' we believe it 
right to lead a right lifejsnd do right, and we 
are for our wives and children, and w ith God's 
help w e w ill lead lives of godliness and puritv, 
and our earnest desire i-. to see God’s will prevail 
in Sacram ento for all tim e,' please stand up." 
In response to this request the audience arose 
alm ost en masse.

The water ia 
liottom than 
at the surW Hi^nY the many hays on the 
coast of Norway the water often freezes at 
the bottom iiefore it does aliove. 
If a box six feet deep were filled with 
sea water and the water allowed to evapo­ 
rate in the sun, there would be two inches 
of salt left at the bottom. Taking the 
average depth of the ocean to be three 
miles, there, would be a layer of pure salt 
230 feet thick on the Atlantic. 
Waves are very deceptive; to look at 
them in a storm one would think the 
whole water traveled. The water stays in 
the same place, hut the motion goes on'. 
Sometimes in storais these wavés are fortv 
feet high and travel fifty miles an h o u r- 
more than twice as fast as the swiftest 
steamer. The distance from valley to val­ 
ley is generally fifteen times it’s bight; 
hence, a wave five feet high will extend 
over seventy-five feet of water.— Pittsburg

Cttevenne, February 10th.—A member of a 
party of wild-horse hunters, who came here ves- 
terday after provisions, repotted finding the re­ 
m ains of eight murdered Mexicans at the old 
Spanish mines, 120 m iles north of this piace. 
m e party investigated, and came to the conclu­ 
sion that tbere had been a pitched battle be­ 
tween white prospectors and Mexicans, in which 
eight of the latter and probablv three Amer­ 
icans had been killed. 
The old Spanish mines, scientists have re­ 
ported, were .worked several hundred j ears ago 
with the most primitive tools but very profit­ 
ably, as the refractory ore carri. d much gold. 
The Mexi aus, who can no longer speak for 
themselves, passed through 
this place last 
month, and though very reticent said they had 
organized iu the City oi Mexico for the putjgtse 
of reopening the m ines in this portion which 
were once worked by their anees ton. They were 
«veil equipped for a long journey, and appeared 
to be high-caste Mexicans. 
* 
The horse-huntersays that the surroundings 
of the battlefield indicate that the fight ensued 
as so*n as the Mexicans reached the m ines and 
claim ed ownership. The fight was hand to 
hand, aud only* kuives and six shooters were 
used. Som eoi the Mexicans were slushed con­ 
siderably, but none were wantonly mutilated. 
The wolves had gnawed several of the bodies, 
the flesh being eaten from the faces of three or 
four of the uead men. The American?, who 
cam» to Wyoming from Arizona last summer, 
appropriate! the outfit aud personal effects of 
the Mexicans, and are reported to be en route to 
Montana.

Notes ot the Great Display—The Phono­ 
graph—Circe. 
The Loan Exhibition is nearly ready. 
At the Art Gallery a score of busy women 
and men are at work putting the goods^in 
place. Those thus far received surpass in 
beauty and high value anything ever be­ 
fore brought to Sacramento. Mrs. Chas. 
Crocker's collection of articles, rarely seen 
in public, would alone be a wonderfully at­ 
tractive exhibition. Mrs. Wm. Bixler’s is 
scarcely less line, and Mrs.-E. B. Crocker's 
is one that would by itself be sufficient to 
justify all the labor expended in the Loan 
Exhibition. Bat the Gump, Nathan and 
Dohrman, Scott, Towne, Houghton, .retan 
and a score of other collections make the 
whole one of wondrous beauty. The ad­ 
ditional attractions are the great Paris 
Salon gold medal picture, “Circe, over 
which “all hands” can go to war upon the 
issue of nudity in art; Titos. Hill’s great 
painting, “The Last Spike,” the School 
of Design annual exhibition; the great 
painting, "The Tempter,” and a half hun­ 
dred of other new paintings of great merit 
are to be shown. It is probable that the 
crystal, and rare porcelain, china, fine 
wares, bronzes, brass—hammered goods, 
etc,, already received, in value rise to hun­ 
dreds of thousands of dollars. 
During three days ot the exhibition the 
wonderful phonograph of Edison is to be 
shown for a small extra fee. It has never 
been publicly exhibited anywhere, even in 
New York to but a select few. Here the 
general public will be the first in the United 
States to see and hear the wonderful talk­ 
ing machine, the marvel of the age, sur­ 
passing all other Inventions. It is sent to 
Sacramento as a high favor to aid a public 
institution, and the fees paid to hear it will 
all go for the public benefit. A small lee is 
to be charged to hear it, because only two 
persons can go into the room and use the 
“ talker "at one time, and each sluing is 
limited to three minutes, for it speaks only 
through ear tubes, and but two sets of 
these are attached to the machine. Gov­ 
ernor Booth is to deliver a short opening 
address to-morrow night. Later in the 
week Mgr. J. T. Capet will give a ten- 
minutes’ address.

M0DJE8KA. 
The G reat A rtist to A ppear In Sacra­ 
m ento Soon. 
Madame Heiena Modjeska (Countess Bo- 
zenta) will appear at the Metropolitan The­ 
ater two nights next week, presenting 
Shakespeare’s “Cymbeline” and "As You 
Like It.” This announcement should bs 
enough. The genius of this splendid artist 
has shed lustre upon the American stage, 
and her life has gone far to elevate her pro­ 
fession. In 1877 Madame Modjeska played 
in Sacramento after a most brilliant success 
in San Francisco, where she was first heard 
in America. At that time she spoke 
English imperfectly, but her masterly 
ability swept eve n such an obstacle aside, 
and in San Francisco she was honored as 
one of the foremost women of all dramatic 
art. She came to Sacramento next and 
achieved equal success. From here she 
went direct to New York, where her fame 
had preceded her, and expectation had 
been raised to a high pilch concerning her. 
Realization proved that not too much had 
been anticipated. With one exception the 
New York press commended her art in 
language of the warmest character. The 
New York Tribune said of her : 
The embodiment that she placed before this 
community, on Saturday night, in the Fifth 
Avenue Theater, was not only beautilul in it­ 
self, but massive in its denotements of the mind 
and soul behind it. It was an embodiment in­ 
stinct with the most tenderiv human sensibility, 
and with rare spiritual exaltation. It was the 
image of a ivo'm<tn who typifies the most ex­ 
quisite uatnral refinement, a consummate ele­ 
gance ot manner--, and the highest sanctity and 
magnanimity of passionate love. It was far 
more than the faithful copy ample and fin­ 
ished—of a dramatic ideal; it* was a revelation 
of that royal wealth of soul and that noble 
bight of mind which make the possible sublim­ 
ity of human nature. 
Since then her dramatic triumphs have 
been matters of the world’s news She is 
unquestionably one of the three or four 
pre-eminently great actresses of the age. 
That her engagement here will be a notable 
dramatic success is assured.

“A TWO-BAGGER.” 
A lvord’s A ttem pt to M ake “ a Hom e 
K ttü"-Q u«st P retera Toledo. 
Quite a sensation was created ir. this 
city Saturday evening and yesterday 
when it became known that Alvord, 
the third baseman secured for the Sacr­ 
amento Club, had attempted to jump 
the contract and leave the State. He 
would have easily accomplished his de­ 
sign had he been a little more cautious, 
but as it was he told a party of his inten­ 
tion, and through a clever bit of strategy 
Lb plan was foiled. 
When William Alvord, with his wife, 
came to this city from the East several 
months ago, Managers Gillis and George, of 
the Sacramento Club, were then on the 
lookout for good players and Alvord ap­ 
plied for a position. Negotiations were 
entered into, and in the course of time he 
was signed to plav third base for the clnb 
!fSm this city for the season of 1889. He 
readily found many acquaintances and 
grew very popular. He had no money to 
speak of but was so delighted with Sacra­ 
mento that he rented a piece of ground at 
Eighth and R streets and went into the 
busi:.ess of raising chickens. To establish 
his credit Alvord was shown around to 
different places by Mr. George, and in this 
way ready cash was not necessary. Things 
went on smoothly until Saturday morning, 
when the Recoup-Unios, in its telegrapn 
columns, announced that both Quest and 
Alvord had been signed by the Toledo 
Club, of Ohio. As soon as Alvord saw the 
dispatch, he stamped it as utterly untrue, 
but on Saturday evening the correctness of 
the report was confirmed. 
As the East-bound overland was in the 
depot awaiting the starting time, Manager 
Gillis saw Alvord and his wife enter the 
depot, purchase a ticket, and with sime 
luggage enter a coach. His suspicions were 
aroused, but there was no time to get a 
warrant, and he had officer Arlington 
beard the train as it pulled out. Mean­ 
while a charge of obtaining money under 
false pretenses was entered against him at 
the Police-station, and a warrant for Al- 
vord's arrest telegraphed to Rocklin. 
When the train arrived there, Arlington 
procured the necessary paper, arrested the 
wily third baseman on the train, and re­ 
turned with him to this city. Alvord ad­ 
mitted his guilt and was taken to the city 
prison. He had several hundred dollars on 
bis person, which was the advance money 
sent by the Toledo Club, and also two over­ 
land tickets for Toledo, Ohio. 
Yesterday Mr. Gillis had an interview 
with Aivord, a compromise was affected, 
and the prisoner was liberated. He will 
be allowed to depart after he has “squared” 
his business in this city. Thus ends the 
careet- of Aivord in Sacramento. Mr. Gillis 
would not have him now even if he wished 
to stay. 
HEBE WE GO AGAIN ! 
After reading the dispatch in Saturday 
morning’s Recobd-Union, which stated 
that Alvord and Quest bad signed with 
Toledo, Manager Gillis thought he would 
make certain in regard to Quest and wired 
to him, “ Have you signed with the Toledo 
Club?” In due time the following short 
but pointed message was received, signed 
by Quest: “ Yes, I have signed with 
Toledo.” Mr. Gillis was almost dumb­ 
founded, but this message ended the busi­ 
ness, and the gallant ‘ Captain” Quest will 
not show himself in this city. 
Sacramento has now lost probably the 
best two players she had signed, but their 
places will be tilled in a few days by per­ 
haps better men. 
It is said that C. J. Parsons, of the Jack­ 
son Club of the Tri-State League, will pos­ 
sibly be one of Sacramento's pitchers. He 
is at present in tbiscity, and being a “south­ 
paw" man of considerable repute, his ac­ 
quisition who probably be valuable.

B e might quit his -duties upon notice 
to that ef.tfct from tne Governor and be threat­ 
ened for neglect of duty by the Legislature. If 
his appointment had to beTatified by the Legis­ 
lature!'it must be concluded that under the laws 
and Constitution oí the State, it holds good un­ 
til revoked by the same body, or until the Gov­ 
ernor’s revocation is approved by that body.

Washington. February ictn —Senator Skcwnrt, 
when the Union Pacific funding bill was under 
consideration in the Senate yesterday, offered 
the following resolution : 
SgfOlted. ■ hat the Senate bill providing for 
funding the indebtedness of the Union Pacific 
Railroad Com pan v be, and it is hereby, recom­ 
mended to the Select Committer on Pacific Rail­ 
roads, with instructions to rep W a bill which 
shall provide for the payment*# the indebted­ 
ness to the United States of tfc-e sffi aral Pacific 
railroads for the constructivo of wviich bonds 
have bn n issued, by requickag sums of money 
equal to the indebtedness to The United States of 
the Union Pacific Rail rood Company and its 
branches and the Centra! Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany, as successor of the Centra» Pacific ant', 
other companies, to be expended by said rail­ 
road companies, respectively, in the construc­ 
tion of such improvements on tbs main Hnes'of 
said railroads, including double track and teñ ­ 
iréis t<» avoid high graces, and'Stteh new unin­ 
cumbered railroads as CODgrsss may approve, 
and in the construction of such hydraulic w- rks 
for the purpose c f irrigation, us Congress-mav 
autnorize, with such limitations upon 
the 
freights and lares to be'Charged by said railroad 
companies on the roads so improv ed and con­ 
structed as will insure cheap transportation. 
THE SENATOR’S ARGUMENT. 
In support of the resolution Senator'ltew art 
contended, In an elaborate argumeut. that the 
Pacific railroads were National works, intended 
for military’ and commercial purposes for the 
whole Union: that it was anticipated, accord­ 
ing to the debates in Congress aud Acts of con­ 
gress oflSS’2 and IW l.thut the bonds issued by 
fhe Government should be paid by 5 per cent, of 
the net proceeds aud services in carrying mili­ 
tary supplies and other Government and United 
States mails; that the amount annually ex­ 
pendí d at the time uf the construction of the 
road was over 87,000,000, which was more than 
double the Interest on the bonds issued, and it 
was anticipated tb et the service that the roads 
would perform to the Government wou'd not 
only pay the interest but would liquidate the 
debt before maturity; that after the road was 
completed, although the Government was saved 
from the large expenditure which it had there­ 
tofore made, the amouLt allowed the railroad 
for carrying Government mails, etc.. amountc-d 
to but little, and the interest had accumulated 
until the original indebtedness of about 47».000 - 
000 liad been increased to uear $100,0,0.000. 
UtlVAI, ROADS. 
Rival roads had been constructed which had 
so reduced the pro ts on througn business that 
the enormous •indebtedness ol the Pacific rail­ 
roads must be mainly paid by local traffic; that 
this couid not be done without such excessive 
charges as would destroy the state of Nevada and 
other Territories along the line; that win u the 
Cou’raet was>madebetween the Pacific railroads 
and the Government it was not anticipated that 
th - country through which the roads passed, then 
supposed to be a desert, would pay any- consid­ 
erable portion of the Government indebtedness, 
but that the indebtedness would be liquidated 
as before stated, by services to the Government. 
I, is now proposed to collect the entire amount, 
with interest, from the Reality through which 
the mad rims and exempt the balance of the 
United States from any charge whatever. This 
w a, unjust aud inequitable. 
EOS INTERNAL IMPROVEMENTS. 
He was in favor of the roads paying every 
dollar of their indebtedness in new internal 
improvements, such as improving the present 
lines, constructing new branch lines, which are 
to be tree from all incumbrances and upon 
which Congress should provide foreheap fares 
and Ireieht, aud also for the construction of 
hydraul e works lor irrigation, s > as to enable 
the people to settle the country and make busi­ 
ness for the nrftroads, He said ihe 4100,000,0oi 
Owe 1 by these roads to the Government ex­ 
pend d in this way would benefit the whole 
Con try vastly more than the pittance which 
could tie collected b> burdening the main lines, 
so th e they must necessarily charge exorbitant 
freights a id would be unable to construct 
branches and do anything for the development 
of the country. 
ARGUMENT EY TWEED. 
Washington,, 
February 10th.—Mr. 
Tweed, 
couus.q mr the Central Pacific, addressed the 
áena'c ota mi I tec ou Pacific Railroads yester­ 
day. 
He explained the provision of the 
Mitch li ameudroeut, and stated the reasons 
why the Central Pact fie should have longer time 
to pay its indebtedness to the Government than 
he Union Pacific Railroad.
